BUDAPEST. (JP >—Sentiment for 
further territorial revision rode at 
high crest in Hungary today. 

Enthusiasm whipped up by mili¬ 
tary occupation of a sizable chunk 
of Czechoslovakia inspired Hunga¬ 
rian leaders to tell the peope this 
victory was “only partial justice.” 
NOT S.\’riSFIED 

Hungary, they said, rejoiced that 
Italian-German arbitration brought 
the return of 4875 square miles of 
territory, about one-fifth of the to¬ 
tal lost to Czechoslovakia at the 
end of the World war. But, speak¬ 
ers added, the nation would not be 
satisfied with that. 

(The post-war treaty of TVianon 
transformed Hungary from a mari¬ 
time empire of about 109,000 
square miles to a land locked na¬ 
tion of about 35,000 square miles. 

(In the dismemberment of the 
former Au.stro-Himgarian empire, 
Czechoslovakia got about 24,300 
square miles; Rumania, about .38,- 
000 square miles, and Yugoslavia, 
8100 .square miles. In the separa¬ 
tion of Austria and Hungary, Aus¬ 
tria got about 1900 .square miles. 
Italy got the port of Flume. 
WORK FOR RESTORATION 

The 72-year-old Hapsburg Arch¬ 
duke Joseph, a field marshal in 
the World war, was one who called 
for a ilrive to gain full revision of 
the World war treaty of Trianon. 

“Now, without distinction of 
class or rank, we will only be Hun¬ 
garians working for restoration of 
Saint Stephen’s H’.ingary (pre-war 
Hungary),” he said in a tremhLng 
voice as he watched the Hungarian 
army of occupation move up yes¬ 
terday at Esztergom. 

The army started its progre.ssive 
arbitiation of the regained terri¬ 
tory Saturday and is to complete 
the 1ob by 't'hursday. 

“PARTI.YL JUSTICE” 

Count Joseph Takaoh-Tolvay told 
a Budapest rally of thousands of 
Legionnaires, war invalids and 
Hungarian youth .society members 
that “our 20 years’ dream is only 
partly realized.” The count is head 
of the nation’s 250,000 legionnaires. 

In the provincial town of Bal- 
atonboglar, Tibor Eckhardt, lead¬ 
er of the small landowners’ party 
which is the strongest government 
opposition, echoed similar feelings. 

“This is only partial justice," he 
said. "It is still the hope in all 
of ii.s that now full justice will 
follow.” 

WPA Politics in 
Ohio Undiscovered 

WASHINGTON. —Chairman 
Sheppard (D,, Texas), said today 
investigators for the senate cam'- 
paign expenditures committee had 
found no evidence to substantiate 
charges that WPA employes were 
being coerced for political pur¬ 
poses In Ohio, but that the inves¬ 
tigation was incomplete.

Attack 

HENDAYE, France. (At the 
Spanish Frontier). (AT — Spanish 
government advices said today 
government troops had launched 
a surprise counter - offensive 10 
miles from Lerida on a front about 
30 miles north of the bitterly con¬ 
tested Ebro river salient. 

The report said government 
troops had crossed the Segre river 
at a bridgehead near Lerida and 
had occupied the village of Sosea, 
taking several hundred Insurgent 
prisoners. 

The new area of hostilities is on 
the west bank of the Segre, im¬ 
portant to the government as a 
•soume of water power for elec¬ 
tricity in Barcelona’s industries. 
Lerida, the chief power supply 
source, has been held by the In¬ 
surgents since last April 2. 

Spanish Insurgent dispatches re¬ 
ported today Generalissimo Fran¬ 
cisco Franco’s forces had encircled 
Mora De Ebro, the government’s 
salient on the west bank of the 
Ebro river, and that the town al¬ 
ready fiad been reduced to a heap 
of smoking ruins. 

Capture of Mora De Ebro by 
the Insurgents would wipe out the 
la.st of the gains made by govern¬ 
ment armies in their offensive 
July 25 on the Important Ebro 
front. 

Government reports admitted 
only that “the enemy succeeded in 
making slight advances on a very 
reduced front.” 

Despite a series of smashing 
government counterattack.s, the 
Insurgents reported their troops 
had completed occupation of Beni- 
sanet, just to the south of Mora 
De Ebro, and had marched on to¬ 
ward the latter town. 

HIGHEST COURT 
RULES ON 13 
MINOR CASES 

WASHINGTON. (AT — ’The su¬ 
preme court delivered 13 opinions 
today, but left for later determina¬ 
tion cases involving powers of the 
National Labor Relations board 
and the status of the proposed 
child labor amendment to the con¬ 
stitution. 

Cases decided by the court today 
after a two-week recess were of 
minor importance. 

Justice Black twice added to his 
long string of lone dissents. In 
one instance he contended an at¬ 
tack on a Florida statute requir¬ 
ing citrus fruit canners to .stamp 
on containers the name of the 
state in which the product was 
grown should be directed at the 
Florida Iegi.slature rather than the 
courts. His fellow justices returned 
the case for trial. He differed also 
with another ruling setting aside 
a $188,108 deficiency tax levied by 
the treasury against an estate. 

Left for a decision by the jus¬ 
tices next Monday or later was 
litigation involving the labor 
board’s power to regulate a local 
company which sells its product to 
other concerns operating in inter¬ 
state commerce. 

This question is posed in a case 
appealed by the Consolidated Edi¬ 
son Company of New York. The 
firm contended that its electricity, 
gas and steam were sold entirely 
within New York state and that 
the federal government therefore 
had no jurisdiction. 

The labor board replied that 
since a Consolidated Edison strike 
would directly affect the ability 
of other companies to operate, it 
had authority to supervise Con¬ 
solidated Edison. 

In previous decisions, the high 
tribunal has upheld the right of 
the board - to regulate companies 
in which labor disturbances would 
directly affect Interstate com¬ 
merce. 

MacDonald Smith 
Undergoes Knife

CHICAGO. (^—Almost all the 
nation was wet with snow or rain 
today. 

Precipitation which began Satur¬ 
day and continued today covered 
virtually the whole country except 
in the southwest and parts of the 
southeast. 

Forecaster C. A. Donnel said the 
entire Rocky mountain region, was 
white with snow, ranging from 
traces to 10 inches at Santa Fe, 
N. M. 

It was raining or snowing today 
in a belt extending from Eastern 
Texas northeastward through Ar¬ 
kansas, Eastern Oklahoma, South¬ 
eastern Kansas, Missouri, Eastern 
Iowa, Western and Northern Illi¬ 
nois, most of Wisconsin, Northern 
and Central Michigan, he said.

Wind which whipped California 
from the Mexican border to the 
San Joaquin valley at velocities up 
to 70 miles per hour left dam¬ 
aged orchard crops and battered 
communication lines In Orange 
county today. 

Although the wind blew steadily 
from Saturday evening until late 
yesterday, authorities marveled 
that damage to the countjr’s crops, 
to power lines, and to small fish¬ 
ing craft was so small compared 
to destruction caused by previous 
winds. 

LOSS NOT SERIOUS 

Half-grown oranges on the tree 
were reported blown to the groimd 
in considerable numbers, although 
Agricultural Commissioner Dixon 
W. ’Tubbs said the damage to next 
year’s citrus crop was not serious. 

Avocado crops In the Fullerton 
Heights, La ' Habra and Yorba 
Linda section—where most of the 
county’s crop is grown—was dam¬ 
aged Many avocados were 
blown to the ground, while a small 
percentage left on the trees were 
scratched. 

TREE LOSS SMALL 

Tubbs, who made a quick sur¬ 
vey of the wind damage, said the 
loss was surprisingly small, con¬ 
sidering the velocity of the wind. 
He expressed the belief that the 
steady wind probably is less de¬ 
structive than a gvsty wind of 
les-ser velocity. 

He said that because there had 
been no recent rains, the tree loss 
was small as the ground was 
packed. He said there were ap¬ 
parently few broken tree limbs. 

Of all crops a'fected by the 
wind, he said the avocados prob¬ 
ably suffered most in proportion 
to the number of trees. 
IRRIGATION AIDS 

Tubbs said the wind affected 
every section of the county to al¬ 
most the same degree, making the

JOBS PROMISED 
Republican Chairman John 
Mamillon told a radio audience

Hitler Suspicious 
Of Disarming Talk 

WEIMAR, Germany. CAT— Chan¬ 
cellor Hitler, in another of the 
series of speeches he has been 
making since the Czechoslovak 
crisis, told 100,000 Nazis here Sun¬ 
day that Germany regained great¬ 
ness through arms and “we won’t 
forget how our success came.” 

He said he was "suspicious of 
the democratic states' ability” to 
keep their word, and “it is very 
nice to talk about disarmament 
but I am skeptical of disarma¬ 
ment when the spirit also is not 
disarmed.”

POUT DARWIN, Austraia. — 
Nine young British airmen cap¬ 
tured the world's non-stop distance 
record for the Royal Air force to¬ 
day after a flight across Indian 
jungles and southern seas from 
Ismailia, Egypt. 

Two of the three Vickers Welles¬ 
ley bombers in which they flew 
roared into Port Darwin shortly 
after noon, having covered approx¬ 
imately 7160 miles in a few min¬ 
utes ever 48 hours for an average 
speed of 149 miles an hour. 

The third landed at Kupang, 
Timor island, Dutch East Indies, 
about 6600 miles from Ismailia, 
due to a fuel shortage. It refueled 
and took off immediately for Port 
Darwin. 

All three eclipsed the previous 
record set by Soviet fliers who 
flew 6306 miles from Moscow to 
San Jacinto, Calif., by way of the 
North Pole in July, 1937. 

And the Soviet flight took long¬ 
er—62 hours and 17 minutes. 

The nine-ton bombers equalled 
the record when they flashed 
across the .southern tip of the 
Celebes Islands at 6 a. m. Port 
Darwin time (12:30 p. m. Sunday, 
P. S. T.)

SOVIET READY 
TO MEET FORCE 
VflTH BIG ARMY 

MOSCOW. (.?»)—One million 
persons marched past Joseph Sta¬ 
lin today in a huge parade through 
Moscow’s Red square celebrating 
the twenty-first anniversary of 
the Bolshevist revolution, Soviet 
Russia’s “coming of age.” 

Stalin, Russia’s undisputed 
leader as secretary-general of the 
Communist party, stood on top of 
the tomb of Nikolai Lenin, leader 
and sa*nt of the revolution, for 
the review. 

The Soviet Union’s armed miglit 
was displayed. Tens of thousands 
of picked troops and hundreds of 
light and heavy tanks—some of 
which raced across the square at 
40 miles an hour—and hundre.ls 
of warplanes took part. 

The only speech was that of 
Klementi Vohoshiloff. war com- 
mis.sar, who emphasized that Rus¬ 
sia was prepared to meet force 
with force. 

Stalin was somewhat grayer 
but still hearty as he stood atop 
Lenin’s tomb puffing his pipe and 
listening to wave after wave of 
cheers. 

Among those standing with h;in 
was Georgi Dimitroff, secretary 
general of the Communist Inter¬ 
national, whose manifesto urging 
workers everywhere to de.stroy re¬ 
actionary elements in their own 
countries was made public la.st 
night. 

After inspecting troops drawn 
up in the Red square, Voroshilotf 
also climbed to the top of the 
tomb to deliver the anniversary 
oration. Its e.ssence was that So¬ 
viet Russia’s armed forces con¬ 
stantly are ready. 

“World war is bursting into 
flame,” he said, “but the enemy 
nc\er will catch us napping,” 

The war commis.sar accused Ja¬ 
pan of attrmpting to “get a piece 
of Soviet land cheap and then 
.scream about the weakness of the 
Soviet army and navy” at Chang- 
kufeng, where Russians as.sert they 
.scored a victory over Japan in 
fighting la:st August on the border 
bcTwPcn Manrhouktio and Siberia. 

“We do not know how long they 
will remember the lesson they re- 
ecived at Cthangkufend," Voroshil- 
off declared. “But if they forget it 
v,c v.dll teach ttiem another strong¬ 
er lesson.’’ 

Addressing a celebrating audi¬ 
ence of B.olshcvists at Bol.shoi op¬ 
era house, Vyarheslaff Molotoff, 
ehainnan of the people’s commi.s- 
sars, in similar vein declared the 
".second workl war" already had 
begun, unile'lared, and was being 
fought from Gibraltar to Shanghai. 

Foreign circles here considered 
the Dimitroff article an an.swer to 
the Mimic conference of the pre¬ 
miers of Italy, Germany. Britain 
and France who agreed to the par¬ 
tition of Czechoslovakia, Ru.ssian 
ally. 

Dimitroff referred to the “policy 
of war-like agreement between the 
Fascist aggressors and the impe¬ 
rialist cliques of England and 
France." 

“Tile reactionary English and 
French bourgeoisie,” he said, had 
given Chancellor Hitler of Ger¬ 
many an extraordinary, strategic 
position. 

Unless world workers got busy, 
he asserted, Germany was in posi¬ 
tion to attack Hungary next 
spring, then Poland, Yugoslavia, 
Rumania, Bulgaria, France, Bel¬ 
gium, Holland. Denmark and Swit¬ 
zerland to prepare for a final 
srua.sh toward the Soviet union “in 
the autumn of 1941.”

loss received by every rancher ap¬ 
proximately the same except 
where there were windbreaks.

The de¬ 
hydrating effect of the wind, he 
pointed out. will cause heavy de¬ 
foliation unless there is ample 
moisture in the ground for the 
tree to draw on. 

The wind was actually a help 
to the pickers of the season’s few 
remaining walnuts—it blew the 
walnuts off the trees. 

UTILITY KEPT BUSY 

In Santa Ana and surrounding 
territory, wind kept the Southern 
California Ed son crews on the 
jump, although there was no in¬ 
terruption of service except in lo¬ 
calized cases. There was no ma¬ 
jor break-down of main lines or 
sections. 

There were approximately 150 
breaks in the power lines through¬ 
out this area, officials said, but 
these breaks affected only individ¬ 
ual homes. 

Trees falling on wires were re¬ 
sponsible for most of the call.=, 
officials of the company said. 
With trees now defoliated, making 
less wind resistence, there will he 
lesser trouble if subsequent winds 
occur. 

The Newport-Balboa harbor 
area apparently escaped the brunt 
of the wind, as Harbormaster 
’Thomas E. Bouchey reported no 
damage. No boats were in dis¬ 
tress, and no rescue calls were 
made, he said. Small fishing craft 
were not endangered, he said.

fIRE FIGHTERS 
MOBILIZE TO 
CHECK BUZE 


YORBA LINDA. — Fighting 
against a 45-mile-an-hour wind, 
state and county fire fighters 
under supervision of State Forest 
Ranger Joe Sherman yesterday 
morning came out victorious over 
a blaze in Yorba Linda's business 
district which caused an estimated 
$25,000 damage, and threatenea to 
cause considerable more. 

The William Busdy building; 
another building owned by H. A. 
Casparie, and merchandise of 
Sheldon and Robinson, grocery 
merchants; a small residence 
owned by Fay Young, and several 
small buildings were destroyed by 
the blaze, according to Ranger 
Sherman. 

.MANY AID 

Discovered at 12:25 a. m. Sun¬ 
day, the blaze was under control 
by 1:30 a. m. after fighters from 
various sections of the county re¬ 
sponded to Sherman's call. Seven 
county and state trucks were at 
the scene and assisted in fighting 
the fire. 'Volunteers from Yorba 
Linda, Costa Mesa, Midway City, 
Placentia, Brea, and Buena Park 
helped in the battle. 

Fighting was found extremeiy 
difficult with the 45-mile-an-hour 
wind blowing, and humidity at 8 
per cent. 

Several times fire threatened to 
ignite an orange packing house 
which was 300 feet from the main 
blaze. Fire was blown over to the 
packing house and ignited the roof 
several time • Quick action by the 
firemen saved the packing house 
from damage. 

BUILDINGS LEVELED 
The Busdy building was com¬ 
pletely destroyed, as was the 
Casparie building and raerchan- 
oise. Fixtures and other equip¬ 
ment in the Busdy building which 
contained a barber and beauty 
shop were saved. A small ware¬ 
house behind the Casparie itruc- 
ture was also destroyed, as was a 
small warehouse belonging to the 
Yorba Linda Water company. The 
water company's offices were 
burned a little, but did not suffer 
a great amount of damage. 

The entire west side of the main 
business section was threatened 
for a while by the flames. Sher¬ 
man estimated that approximately 
$150,000 worth of property was 
saved by quick action of the fire¬ 
men. The packing house, which 
was saved, alone is valued at 

$ou,000.

Damage to small structures, 
chicken houses, garages, will come 
to about $300. 

Second degree burns were suf¬ 
fered by Carl Steffens, a butcher 
living in the rear of the Casparie 
building, as he attempted to save 
his automobile. 

Assisting i i the fighting were 
three state and county trucks 
from Yor*'a Linda, two from Or¬ 
ange, one from Midway City, and 
one from Costa Mesa. 

The Yorba Linda forestry crew 
fought the blaze under the super¬ 
vision of Assistant Forest Ranger 
John Tomblin, while the Orange 
crew fought under Assistant 
Ranger Rollo Hazeltine. The 
Yorba Linda Volunteer fire depart¬ 
ment battled under direction of 
Chief Fred Clodt. 

FIBE.MEN PRAISED 
Fire Chiefs- Gus Barnes of Pla¬ 
centia, A. George Ellis of Brea, 
John Power of Costa Mesa, and 
Percy Owens of Buena Park re¬ 
sponded. 

Sherman today praised the work 
of his men as well as of the volun¬ 
teers and others who helped. 

Prior to the Yorba Linda blaze, 
the forestry division put out two 
other fires in the county. Satur¬ 
day night the volunteer fire de¬ 
partment of Costa Mesa put out 
a grass fire which burned over a 
quarter acre of land. 

Three buildings amounting to 
$2100 were destroyed in Stanton 
Saturday night after being flamed 
by the powerful wind. The Midway 
City truck and volunteer fighters 
responded to the can at midnight 
and were able to save three other 
buildings in the area. The de¬ 
stroyed buildings belonged to some 
Japanese people, according to 
Sherman.

A warning against sale of im¬ 
mature avocados was issued today 
by Agricultural Commissioner D. 

W. Tubbs, following the blast of 
desert wind which struck over the 
week-end. 

The wind broke off many avo¬ 
cado limbs and blew off many 
fruits, Tubbs said. 

“This fruit,” the commissioner 
said, “includes varieties ranging 
from types which will not be ma¬ 
ture until next summer to fruits 
or varieties which are maturing I 
at the present time. 

"We wish at this time to call j

“A fairly good test to use on 
all fruits is to cut the fruit trans¬ 
versely with a case knife. If the 
seed is easily cut and the film 
surrounding the seed is 1/32 to 
1/16 inch thick and is still white 
to yellowish cream color, the fruit 
is not mature. Mature fruits will 
show a very thin membrane around 
the seed and this membrane will 
be the color of brown paper. 

"The agricultural code requires 
that all avocados at the time of 
picking shall contain not less than 
eight per cent oil by weight. Fruits 
which do not meet the maturity 
standard may be .sold for by-prod¬ 
uce purposes, but are not to be 
sold as fre.sh fruit.”

You have stated to me that It has been reported that this office has ex- 
jwessed an opinion as to the constitutionality of Proposition No. 1 on the Novem¬ 
ber ballot and have asked me If such an opinion had been rendered. In repl.v, 
this office has expressed no opinion whatever as to the constitutionality of that 
proposition and any statement to the contrary is entirely Incorrect. Indeed, the 
only reference we have made to that pronosition is covered In the following 


Taking away the people's rights is the first step toward dic¬ 
tatorship. Every dictatorship form of government has been pre¬ 
ceded by taking away from the people certain fundamental 
rights, which they exercised as free citizens. We all know that 
before dictatorship in Europe, legislation of this character was 
adopted in preparation for the dictatorship to follow. 


Proposition No. 1, aimed at one class of people, will destroy the 
rights of all people, by taking away their right to use any language 
derogatory to or in criticism of any business concern. Section 
No. 8 of the vicious act provides: 

“It shall be unlawful ... to utter any . . . derogatory 
words or language ... to induce or influence any person 
to refrain from entering . . . any place of business or place 
of residence.” 

Section 8 does not refer to a labor dispute at all, but prohibits anyone from 
naing derogatory language that would prevent anyone from entering any place 
of baalnees or purchasing goods therein; anyone using such language may be 
sent to jail for six months. 

nils section may apply to anyone, regardless of whether or not he Is con¬ 
nected with s labor union. 

Should a mother advise her daughter not to go to a public dance haU be¬ 
cause the place is undesirable for her, the mother would be guilty under Section 
8 and be subject to a six months’ jail sentence! 

Should a housewife purchase goods at a certain store, and on investigation 
dlseover the goods to be spoiled and advise her neighbor not to purchase at this 
store for that reason, she would be guilty under Section 8, and be subject to a 
six months’ jail sentence. 

If two persons not connected with a Labor organization at all advise an¬ 
other person or persons to refrain from purchasing goods from a firm because 
of labor' trouble, they would be guilty under this Act and face a possible two 
years* Imprisonment. (Sec. 9.) 

Should two merchants Innocently advise another merchant not to purchase 
goods from • manufacturer because of a labor dispute, they would face a two 
yew*’ Inaprlsonment. (Sec. 9.)

RECOVERY FOREftVST

in serious but not critical condi¬ 
tion today, and her physician said 
she would recover, barring com¬ 
plications. 

The girl was divorced from her 
husband last Friday.

500 MEN TOIL

S. A. CANYON 

Nearly 500 men were to start 
work today on a job awaited here 
for more than a decade—the $3,- 
500,000 Prado dam in Santa Ana 
canyon, main link in this coun¬ 
try’s $15,000,000 flood control pro¬ 
gram. 

Last pieces of machinery for 
building the giant structure were 
moved to the site last week. At 
the peak of construction activity 
about 2000 men will be working on 
the dam. 

Four companies as Prado Con¬ 
structors, In., hold the $3,500,000 
contract for building the dam. 
They are W. E. Callalian, George 
W. Condon company, J P. Shirley 
and Guthrie, Marsh and Peterson. 

The dam will rise 100 feet above 
the floor of the canyon valley and 
stretch 2350 feet across to anchor 
in bedrock. It will control runoff 
from 2280 acres of 'and, with a 
maximum water capacity of 235,- 
000 acre feet. 

About two years were expected 
to be required for completion of 
the dam, although contractors are 
allowed three years by the army 
engineers, who let the contract. 

Funds for the dam proper are 
being furnished by the federal 
government. Land for the damslte 
and basin is being purchased by 
the Orange County Flood Control 
district, under a $2,500,000 bond 
issue voted In 193'7. Besides ac¬ 
quisition of land, the flood con¬ 
trol district also is paying for re¬ 
location of the Santa Fe railroad 
tracks and Santa Ana canyon high¬ 
way at the damsite.

More than 1000 persons from 
all sections of Orange county at¬ 
tended the final Democratic rally 
Saturday night in the Santa Ana 
High school auditorium and heard 
prominent speakers and party 
leaders assail the Republican 
charges that Bourbon leaders are 
“members of the Communist par¬ 
ty” assailed as the "final desper¬ 
ate attempt of a defeated party to 
discredit the Democrats.” 

Referring to a recent story pub¬ 
lished in one California newspaper 
that Arthur Kent, who admitted 
that he is in the Los Angeles

WASHING’TON. (A1 —An em¬ 
phatic declaration by Sumner 
Welles, under secretary of state, 
that the United States Intends to 
help defend the entire western 
hemisphere threw new light today 
on the administration’s expanded 
armament program. 

Welles sa’d last night In an ad¬ 
dress broadcast throughout the 
nation and to South America: 

“As a nation, we will assure 
ourselves that we are In a position 
to defend ourselves from all ag¬ 
gression from whatever source It 
may arise, and to be prepared to 
join with our fellow democracies 
of the new world in preserving the 
western hemisphere safe from any 
threat of attack.” 

The United States government 
already Is resurveying its defenses. 
Informed officials made it plain 
this is being done with all impli¬ 
cations of the century-old Monroe 
doctrine, barring further European 
colonization in the Americas, 
clearly in mind. 

Asserting that territorial in- 
teg^iity and individual liberties 
may depend on it, Welles called 
for inter-American solidarity at a 
time when he said “the doctrine of 
hatred is threatening civilization." 

His words furnished a possible 
kejmote for the eighth Pan-Ameri¬ 
can conference wh’ch will meet at 
Lima, Peru, Dec. 9. Secretary of 
State Hull will head this country’s 
delegation. 

"Just two years ago,” Welles 
said, “the American republics in 
a joint declaration unanimously 
proclaimed that any threat to the 
peace of any one of the American 
republics was a threat to the peace 
of all of them, and justified im¬ 
mediate consultation between 
them all. 

“Not only the i '.lysical integrity 
of the nations of the new world, 
but the security of the individual 
rights and liberties of their citi¬ 
zens may also depend upon main¬ 
tenance of that relationship.”

NEW YORK—Insidiously, these 
last few years, there has developed 
in the mind of this country a sense 
that success in business or the 
professions or in whatever field 
is somewhat a matter of apology 
and reproach rather than for sat¬ 
isfaction and pride. Of course, 
hereditary millionaires always did 
command the contempt of the peo¬ 
ple, largely because so many of 
them, being only one or two gen¬ 
erations away from the red cloth 
on the kitchen table and still pre¬ 
serving the old family blackjack 
with which the original fortune 
was won, were conspicuous for 
their frivolity. 

One could scan the records of 
the famous rich families of New¬ 
port—the set which, incidentally, 
popularized casual divorce — and 
find not a single achievement to 
the credit of any descendant, off¬ 
shoot or in-law of any of the orig¬ 
inal buccaneers who, in some cas¬ 
es, did contribute to the country’s 
development by promoting rail¬ 
roads, mines and industries. 

TRAGIC ERROR

ated with extravagance, snobbery 
and domestic scandal I came on an 
old story which mentioned that 
the subject of the piece was an en¬ 
gineer of parts who had made a 
notable contribution to the science 
of bridge building.

A FAB.’UER WRITES 
To the Editor: May I ask you 
to publish these few remarks con¬ 
cerning a matter in which every 
voter in the Second Supervisorial 
district should be vitally inter¬ 
ested? I take It that most of our 
voters are familiar with the water 
conservation and flood control 
programs. Many lives were I.ost 
and millions of dollars of dam¬ 
age were caused by the March 3 
flood in our county. 

But, strange as it may seem, 
there’ is coming out of this expe¬ 
rience a unified program of river 
(protection and adequate channel 
I area. ’This channel will be of uni¬ 
form width, protected by levees 
10 feet high, with a 20-foot-w;de 
roadway on top of the levees, 
j These levees will be protected 
with a heavy wire mesh double 
fence fastened onto 90-pound rails 
driven into the riverbed over 20 
feet and constructed according to 
the last word in river protection. 

The Orange County Water dis¬ 
trict is buying the entire channel 
from Yorba bridge to Olive bridge, 
and intends to prepare same for 
spreading the river flow so it may 
find/its way into our underground 
basin. The board of directors of 
the district have had a great d-stl 
of work done clearing the river 
channel from debris and prepar¬ 
ing same for plowing ditches as 
soon as the levees are finished. 

'The district has given every as¬ 
sistance to the flood control dis¬ 
trict in that part of the river 
channel where it is possible to 
have river water percolate into 
the pumping basin, which loca¬ 
tion is from the Yorba bridge to 
the Olive bridge. But the Water 
district by granting to the Flood 
control the necessary land to build 
new levees on stipulated three 
conditions which must be met. 

The first was that the flood 
control program must include the

Supporting this finding is the 
fact that in cities where 85 per¬ 
cent or more of the pedestrians 
obey the traffic signals, the acci¬ 
dent rate is 173 per 100,000 of 
population. In cities where the 
observance of traffic signals by 
pedestrians is less than 85 per¬ 
cent the rate is 298 accidents per 
100,000. 

I In the cities having superior 
I observance, the pedestrian acci- 
! dents were only 39 percent of the 
i total. In other cities the pedes¬ 
trian accidents were 51 percent 
, of all traffic accidents, 
i Major class of pedestrians who 
are killed each year are people 
over 65 years of age. Twenty-six 
percent of all pedestrians in the 
nation killed annually, are in this 
age group.

WASHINGTON—More trouble 
than they could dream is brew¬ 
ing for the beleaguered and be¬ 
smirched members of the federal 
communications commission. 

The day is not far distant when 
some of them probably will be 
summoned to the White House 
desk and blithely given the op¬ 
portunity of resigning or being 
fired. 

According to the latest decision 
of the supreme court, the presi¬ 
dent cannot fire members of a 
quasi-judicial agency such as the 
FCC. However, presidential in¬ 
vestigators have dug up so much 
dirt on certain members of the 
communications commission that 
the chances are they would prefer 
to resign rather than face public 
investigation. 

If they do not, Roosevelt seri¬ 
ously considers firing the whole 
lot, citing the reasons why, and 
letting them appeal to the su¬ 
preme court. When the court was 
preponderantly anti-New Deal, it 
held that Roosevelt had illegally 
removed Federal Trade Commis¬ 
sioner William Humphrey. 

Previous to this decision, how¬ 
ever, it had given another ruling 
just the opposite. So with a cou¬ 
ple of New Dealers now on the 
court, Roosevelt advisers believe 
that the nine might reverse them¬ 
selves. 

Note—Seven men strong, the 
FCC members have been fighting 
together ever since their appoint¬ 
ment. Some are Hoover hold¬ 
overs, some Roosevelt men. The 
radio industry long has been dis¬ 
gusted with the whole commission.

If the president finally decides 
not to name Prof. Felix Frank¬ 
furter to the supreme court, the 
choice will lie between these two 
men: 

Thurman Arnold, assistant at¬ 
torney general in charge of the 
anti-trust division.

WALLACE’S DOG 
When Henry Wallace went west 
on his recent speaking tour, he 
had to change one of his speeches 
on short notice, and eliminate a 
dog story he meant to tell. Here 
is the story: 

A farmer took his dog with him 
into a field where he wanted to 
dynamite some rocks. He placed 
a piece of dynamite under the first 
rock, then connected the fuse with 
another piece under the next rock, 
and so on, under a series of rocks 
along the field. 

When he lit the fuse, the dog 
was standing near the first rock. 
The explosion made him jump all 
the way to the next rock. As he 
landed there, the second charge 
went off, and he leaped again, this 
time landing by the third rock. 
The dog kept leaping down the 
field, propelled by the repeated 
blasts. 

Wallace’s moral: In the field of 
finance, successive charges went 
off in 1929, 1930, 1931, and 1932, 
and each time private capital got 
scared, like the farmer’s dog, and 
ran until the next blast scared it 
more.

ANN ARBOR.—(By Science Ser¬ 
vice)—The fields of chemistry and 
naval architecture offer the best 
chances to engineering students, it 
appears from a survey of the suc¬ 
cess of graduates between 1925 and 
1936, made by “Michigan Technic,” 
a student publication of the college 
of engineering here.
